"As early as October 
19th we sent 
to the governor general a protest, a 
copy of which was handed to the rep 
resentatives of the Holy See. of Spain. 
the United States 
and 
Holland,

Brussels, but the governor general re 
plied to it that nothing could be done. 
At the time of our protestation. 
me orders 
01 tne occupying 
power 
threatened only the unemployed; 
to 
day every ablebodied 
man is carried 
off, pellmell, assembled in freight cars 
and carried off to unknown parts, like 
a herd of slaves. 
iThe enemy proceeds
